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SPANISH SUBMARINE BOAT EL PERAL. 


| We copy from the November number of the JI- 

lustrated Naval and Military Magazine th; cut 
which follows, representing the Spanish Submarine 
Vessel El Peral. Its inventor is Professor of Physi- 
cal Sciences in the Marine Academy, and the man- 
ner in which he bas been treated by the Spanish 
Government is something noyelin the experience 
of inventors. Fearful of jeopardizing his scientific 
reputation Prof. Peral kept his discovery a secret 
until the dispute with Germany, concerning the 
Carolina Islands, prompted bim to write privately 
to the Minister of Marine. He was then immedi- 
ately summoned by telegraph to Madrid. A com- 
mission was appointed to report upon his plans. 
Their first act was to call upon Senor Peral to furn- 
ish specimens of the class of motor he proposed to 
employ, and to demonstrate his method of ventila- 
tion. After some delay, caused Ly the limited fund® 
at the dispusal of the Spanish Marive Department, 
these trials were satisfactorily passed, and definite 
plans were sent in, which proposed to defend the 
coast of Spain bya number of submarine vessels, 
whose total cost would not exceed half that of a 
single first class armorciad. 

The Peral was builtin the arsenal of La Carraca, 
the keel being laid on Oct. 23, 1887, and she was 
launched on Sept. 8, 1888. She is shaped like a cigar, 
and measures 21.90 metres from stem to stern, and 
2.74in breadth. She is provided with twin svrews, 
an electric motor, and tubes for discharging torpe- 
does. Our engraving represents the vessel immersed 
until the water reaches the level of her deck. When 
completely immersed the flag staff alone appears. 
Describing the vessel, El Liberal tells us that the 
captain is installed in the little conning tower, from 
which, by means of a set of glasses of perfect trans- 
parency be looks 1p all directions, throwing hght at 
will by the tocus of the light under his control. In 
that tower he bas a perfect index and register of all 
the operations and manceuvres of the ship. The 
ship has room for 50 persons in case of need, and a 
tall man can stand upright, and still leave the space 
of a band’s breadtb above his head. 

In the final trial the Peral was to proceed to sea 
to blow up au old hull placed at a distance of 
some two or three miles, running a long 
distance under water, in search of the sup- 
posed ironclad. Recent telegrams from Mad- 
rid inform us that the Peral has success- 
fully undergone this supreme crdeal iu Cadiz Bay. 
The experimeuts were conducted with much sec- 
recy. The Spanish Government will, it is reported, 
now order several vessels of this type for the de- 
fence of the coasts of the Peninsula. 

The popular anticipation is so favorable to the 
inventor, that amongst the people who solicited a 
place on the boat may be mentioned, iu the first in- 
stance the wife of Sefior Peral and three other 
young ladies. 








HECENT DEATAS, 


A GLOOM was cast over the departure of tbe 
Squadron of Evolution this week by the loss of 
Naval Cadet George W. Kirk of the Boston. The 
circumstances are thus described: On Monday 
evening, Nov. 18, the steam launchesof the cruisers 
made frequent trips to the foot of West 23d St., to 
take aboard officers who had staid ashore over 
nizbt. Aboard the Boston the returning ones were 
welcomed with especial fervor. Three cadets had 
staid on shore. One of the three was never to re- 
turn, but the shipmates of the unfortunate could 
not tell which one until the other two had returned. 
Ail that was known was that a cadet had, at 6:30 
o'clock Sunday evening, approached Peter Bagley 
and Pierre Britt, two young wharf rats, and asked 
them to get a boat and row him off to the Boston.

JUDGE ADVOCATE’S DEPARTMENT. 


THE annual report of Actiog Judge Advocate General 
Lieber for 1889, shows that 10 commussioned officers were 
tried by Court-trial during the vear, four cases being sub- 
mittei for the action of the President and the remainder 
disposed of by the officer convening the court. Eigit cadets, 
1961 enlisted men and 20 military c »avicts, were also tried, 
making a total number tried by G. C. M. of 1999, winch 
isu. increase of 269 over the previous year, and the largest 


| number since 1885, when 2,328 were reported. 


The priocipa }offences which brought about convictions 
were: Absence without leave, 351; desertions, 443; failures to 
attend drill, 101; sel.ing and wasting Goverament property , 
160; disobe tience of orders, 91; drunkenness, 157; drunken- 
mene 00 Gate. 200; larceny, #% ; quitting guard or post as sen- 

vel, 

The cases tried by garrison and regimental courts were: 
Departments Arizona, 1329; California, 717; Columbia, 761 ; 
Dakota, 1892; East, 1743; Mirsouri, I772; Platte, 1688: Texas, 
746: courts convened under 8lst Article of War by com- 
mauders of corps, 983. Total 11,581. 

This is an increase of 1134 over the cases tried by superior 
courts last year. The number of trials resulting in acquit- 
tal were 301, while 7,878 represent the number of different 
enlisted men tried, many having been trieu more than 
once.

NAVAL BUREAU OF ORDNANCE. 


ACCORDING to the annual report ot Commodore 
Mootgomery Sicard, U. 8. N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, the following high power steel guns 
for the Navy had been completed to Oct. 16: Two 
5-inch, forty-six 6-inch, eight 8-incb, and three 10- 
inch. During the past year twenty-seven 6-inch 
guns were completed. Nine other guns are now in 
course of construction, complete sets of forgings 
for them having been received. This type of gun 
baving peozes satisfactory in every particular, no 
change in design has been made. The standard 
muzzle velocity of these guns remains at 2,000 foot 
seconds, but experimental firing has shown this can 
easily be increased to 2,100 foot secunds. The final 
twist of the rifling of one turn in 25 calibres will be 
used in all the new guns for the present. The de- 
sign of an 8-inch gun has been altered by lengthen- 
ing to 35 calibres, the muzzle velovity being thereby 
increased to about 2,100 foot seconds. The Bureau 
has commenced the manufacture of four of them 
for the Baltimore and of two for the Charleston. 
These guns will be the largest and most powerful 
pred made wholly from steel produced in the United 

tates. 

Designs of breech mechanism on the sloited screw 
system and on the Driggs-Schroeder system have 
been decided upon for comparative trial, and the 
working drawings bave been completed. 

A 12-inch D is of 35 calibres length of bore has 
been designed. Four guns of this design are to be 
mounted on the Puritan and two on the Texas. 

The service breech mechanism continues practi- 
cally the same as heretorore and has given entire 
satisfaction in service. 

Since the last report two more 10-inch guns have 
been completed, making in all three towards the 
armameni of the monitor Miantonomoh. Two of 
the four will be 34 calibres 1n length. 

Of the forgings for 6-inch guns the Midvale Steel 
Company have delivered 22 sets, and are rapidly 
delivering a further order for 6 sets. 

The Bethlehem Iron a has virtually com- 
pleted its plant for the production of gun forgings, 
and has delivered 4 sets of 8-inch forgings. 

Messrs. Dupont and Company are now furnishing 
brown powder for current uses in the 6-inch gun, 
in which it works satisfactorily. Powder for the 8- 
inch and 10-inch guns has not yet given entire sat- 
isfaction, requiring sixteen to sixteen and a half 
toons pressure to get two thousand foot seconds, the 
standard pressure being 15 tons per square inch. 
Tbe production of suitable powder for the 8-inch 
guns has been cousiderably delayed by the want of 
a piece of this calibre at the ordnance proving 
ground. Though the square black powder for use 
in the 6-pounder and 3-pounder rapid-fire guns an- 
sewers in both calibre: of guns fairly well, it 1s not 
entirely satisfactory, and a separate powder will be 
manufactured for the 3-pounder and for the 6- 
pounder. It is found that powder used abroad in 
the rapid-fire guns which gave high velocities with 
a charge of about one-third of the weight of the 
projectile will not bear exposure. 

The cast iron projectiles for the new guns leave 
nothing to be desired as far as cast-iron is con- 
cerned, but it will probably be necessary to vhange 
the form of head of these shells before they will act 
satisfactorily against targets representing the sides 
of unarmored ships, and the Bureau has amended 
the design so as to close the nose of the shell en- 
tirely, loading it from the base aud using a base 
fuse only. 

in experiments with a 10-inch compound plate 
manufactured by Sir John Brown and Company, of 
Sheffield, England, and a 6-inch armor-piercing 
shell, made by Messrs. Howe, Brown and Com- 
pany, of Pittsburg, Penn., none of the shells stood 
the shock of impact satisfactorily; the 8-inch shell 
perforated the plate, but broke up more or less in 
doing 80; the 6-inch shell penetrated partially and 
then broke up. 

As the results thus far obtained have been unsatis- 
factory, it was decided to advertise for aquantity 
of these projectiles agerogating in value about 
$200,000, it being hoped that some of the private 
manufacturers might be thereby induced to obtain 
the formula and methods of treatment froin abroad 
and introduce them into the United States. The 
time for opening the bids has not yet arrived. 

During the year projectiles for the 4-inch rapid- 
fire guns have been designed and their manufacture 
commenced. 

A steel shrapnel carrying the bursting charge in 
the head has been designed. A few of these shrap- 
pel have been manufactured and will be tested 
neem. 

Work has been continued upon the improvement 
of the naval percuasion fuse, but no satisfactory 
way has yet been found of preventing the plunger 
from moving forward in the fuse at the time the 
projectile leaves the muzzle. 

Tne Hotchkiss Ordnance Company is still en- 
gaged in filling its original contract with the De- 
partment for 94 Hotchkiss guns and in supplying 
ammunition for them at the works of the Pratt 
and Whitney Company, of Hartford, Conn. 

The Department has recently given an order to 
the Hotchkiss Ordnance Company for the supply of 





ten 6-pounder and ten 3-pouoder guns, witb their 
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ammunition. Work under this order is just com- 
—*2 

An order has also been given to the Driggs Ord- 
nance Company for furnishing ten 6-pounders and 
ten 3-pounders of the Driggs-Schreeder design. 
The company will also furnish ammunition for these 
guns. 

The Bureau is new negotiating with the Maxim 
Nordenfeldt Guns and Ammunition — tor 
the purchase of 66 musket calibre guns, to be manu- 
factured in this country, and 30 1-pounder auto- 
matic Maxim guna. 

About three-fourths of the 5,000 revolvers men- 
tioned in the last report as having been ordered 
from the Colt’s Arms Company, of Hartford, Conn., 
have been completed and delivered. They are con- 
sidered to be superior arms, The 1,500 stand of Lee 
magazine rifles, mentioned in the laet report, have 
been completed by the Lee Arms gy! and de- 
livered. The work on them is very favorably 
spoken of by the inspector. 

Since last report the armaments of the Charles- 
fon, Yorktown and Petrel have been completed and 
sent to those vessels, and the 6-inch armament of 
the Baltimore is virtually ready. 

It is considered that the armament of the Phila- 
delphia will be ready by the time that ship is com- 
pleted. There seems no reason to doubt that the 
armaments of the Bennington, Concord and San 
te angen can also be made ready in time for those 
vessels. 

During the year the Bureau has contracted with 
the American Range Finder Company, of New 
York, for the installation of its range finders upon 
the Ch and Boston. This work has not yet 
been completed. 

Thirt owelland three Patrick torpedoes were 
orde during the year, but none ot these have yet 
been presented tor trial. 

The 8-inch gun carriage, worked by pneumatic 
pressure, submitted to the Department for trial by 
the Pneumatic Gun Carriage and Powder Company 
—*2* ——* tested at the Naval Ordnance Proving 

round. 

Concerning the open hearth steel cast gun the re- 
portsays: On Feb. 7, two preliminary rounds, with 
reduced charges, were fired from it, after which it 
was fired, as uired by the specifications, 10 times 
with thesame kind and weight of powder charge 
and projectile as is used in the naval high power 6- 
inch rifle. The gun did not burst, but the inspection 
held subsequent to the trial showed that it was en- 
larged in the powder chamber and in the portion of 
the bore uear the compression slope; aiso a number 
of cavities were detected in the bore. A naval high 
power gun in which an enlargement to this extent 
was developed by the statutory test would not be 
put in service, and auy gun made for the naval ser- 
vice containing the cavities that were found in this 
gun wouid be condemned. 

The ships lately authorized by Congress are in the 
course ef manufacture; some have been delivered, 
and the rest will be soon completed. An electrical 
firing apparatus, to be used by gun vaptains, has 
been dev . 

Work upon the gun Sector has progressed very 
greatly since last report. The ability of Comdr. 
Wm. M. Folger, U.S. N., bis capacity for organiza- 
tion, and bis uncommon energy in urging forward 
the execution of work, are well known and have 
been most valuable to the Bureau, not only as cou- 
cerns the erection of the gun factory, but also iu re- 
gard to all the other and multifarious forms of ord- 
nance work with the executicn of which he has been 
charged. ; 

lit having been found impossible to secure a new 
proving and ranging ground for the $40,000 appro- 
priated, itis recommended that Congress alter the 
phraseology of the act. 

Among the estimates submitted are the following: 
Toward the armament of vessels authorized, $3,971,- 
500; for a sub-marine torpedo boat of the type 
known as the Holland design; $166,000 for prooi of 
armament, tools, etc.; $145,000 for completing the 
Washington Gun Foundry. 





TO REORGANIZE THE NAVY. 


THE bill proposed by P. A. Paymaster Thomas J. 
Cowie, U.S. Navy, which seems to meet the ap- 
proval of the Service, is substantially the same as 
Senate bill No. 3,768 and House bill 12,125 of the last 
Congress. it provides forthe following establisb- 
ment and grade of pay:

Sec. 11. That officers on shore duty and not provided with 
quarters shall be entitled to commutation therefor at the 
rate of $12 per month for each room,as hereinafter pro- 
vided, namely: Admiral, vice admiral, and rear admirals, 6 
rooms; commodores and captains, and offers of the same 
rank, five rooms; commanders and lieutenant comman 
and officers of the same rank, 4 rooms; lieutenants and offi-

cers of the same rank, 3 rooms; easigos and oO: 
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same rank,and warrant officers and mates, 2 rooms; and 
Bava! cadets and clerks, 1 room. 

Sec. 12. That o rs on waiting orders and sick leave shall 
receive the shore dut y and allowances of their grade 
as provided above. cers on leave shall be entitled to 
shore duty pay and allowances, provided such leave 
not exceed one month for euch year’s service (after the 
passage of this act), and half pay during any leave exceed- 
ng the above.

Mr. Cowie informs us that of the votes now re- 
corded, between 700 ani 800, about 98 per cent., are 
heartily in favor of the measure. He asks ‘hat all 
officers who have not sent in their votes do so at 
once, in order that Le may make an intelligent re- 

rt to the Committee, which he expects will be 
‘ormed in Washington, to take charze of the mat- 
ter. Thus far he has received no list of the vote at 
New York and Washington. He is confident that if 
the personnel unite on this or any other bill they 
can secure favorable legislation.

WAndHINGTON GUN FOUNDRY. 


THE $16,000,000 appropriated to transform the 
Washington Navy-yard into a gun foundry proves 
to be insufficient. The New York Times says: 23 
pieces of the heaviest kind of ordnance have been 
ordered by the Navy Department, but until more 
lathes are received the gun foundry will be unable 
to commence the work, even though the Bethlehem 
— Works are ready to sena on a supply ot gun 
castings. 

The transporting cranes furnished the gun foun- 
dry were made by an iron firm in Alliance, Ohio, 
and are said to be the largest in the country. Re- 
cently a railroad extension has been run from the 
Penn. Railroad directly into the gun foundry yard, 
with switches to every one of the shops. As a 
consequence, any heavy casting taken on board a 
car at Bethlehem, Pa., need not be touched until in 
the machine sbop, and then when directly under 
the transporting crane of the shop. 

As soon as additional machinery is received the 
old ordnance shop now engaged in 6 inch and 8- 
inch gun castings will be used wholly for breech 
mechanism work, and the present old machinery is 
considered amply, sufficient to supply the demand 
which thenew and big shops will make upon it. 
At present the gun foundry is not doing any larger 
assembling than that for 8-inch guns. The work at 
present comprises assembling for 8-inch and 6-inch 
ordnance rifles and 4-inch rapid-Sre guns. The 
Bennington’s and Concord’s batteries of 6-inch rifles 
are nearly ready, and even some of the 6-inch guns 
for the Philadelphia. The carriages and shields are 
slightly behind the gun work. ere is ohe 10 inch 
rifle at the works, though there are three others at 
the Annapolis proving grounds, These gune belong 
to the complement for tne double-turreted monitor 
Miantonomoh. 


The gun foundry also has the finishing work on 
all the steel projectiler. These —— are cast 
Wooly at the Bethliebem Works and Midvale

TO THE WEST POINT CLASS OF '89. 
(MR. JAMES R. LAMBDIN.) 


You will all remember one who entered with you, 
and yet was absenton graduation day. Not one 
who was dropped—you men who get through have 
small sympathy forthat: but one who midway in 
the course was suddenly called home by the death 
of his father, and came back no more to West 
Point. He stood high, and was going up: “had 
been doing so well that winter,”’ oF said: but be- 
fore the Jeave was out, he sent on his resignation, 
and thenceforth set himself to fill—so far as a son 
might do—the vacant place at home. Perhaps the 
summer furlough bad made it impossible for bim to 
come to any other decision; of all the homesick men 
who came back that year, on Aug. 28, his face the 
longest kept its shadows. 

e were warm friends from the first; and ashe 
was one of those who like best the freedom which is 
given—not snatched—he was almost always free. 
Others might be hindered from this or that, but 
rarely Mr. Lambdin: and I saw him often. “ Re- 
liable,” I have heard some of you call him. “Such 
a one isa good fellow, but, of course, he is not re- 
liable, like ‘ Lambdin.’” “The purest character,” 
says one of his friends, “that [ have ever known.” 

ne thing perhaps nobody ever knew so well as I: 
the look on his face after the communion service. 
Sweet, grave, high—far off—the water comes to m 
eyes now as | think of it. He“had been wi 
Jesus’’; and the wonderful atmosphere of that 
Presence Chamber lingered about him still. You 
know how from earthly courts they come out ever 
looking backward towards the king. I have turned 
away as I caught thelook, and spoken to others 
first and hesitated to speak to him. 

it was characteristic of the man, I think, to act. 
He told me that the moment he saw that he ought 
to be a Christian, he thought the quicker it was 
done, the better. But grave and quiet as he often 
seemed, the smile and the laugh came very readily, 
and were very merry when they came. 

So much—or the most of it—you all know. In the 
winter of '87-’88, he went home, and until the end 
of the school year in ’89 was teaching in Jackson, 
Ga., and then was chosen Vice President of Gordon 
Institute, where his father had taught for 20 years. 

Just before midsummer came out his wedding 
eards for July 18, and he sent to mea Southera paper 
fittingly marked in black and in red. 

“ff have read of triumphant death scenes’’—so 
ran the words—“ but the most touchingly beautiful 
one was witnessed in our town July 20, when Prof. 
Lambdin went up to dwell among the angels. Re- 
fined, intellectual, gifted beyond his )ears he had 
already made his mark and left tbe record of a 
beautiful life. But the crowning glory of uis young 
manhood was his Christianity.”’ 

Briefly, this is what 1 learned afterwards, from 
those who know. He had not been well since the 
spring; had been working too hard. Just two 
weeks before the appointed wedding day, he came 
to Eatonton to see his betrothed. “Came with a 
hot fever over him. For eight days none of his 
symptoms were ~—— wy 4 but we could not get the 
fever under control. e was bright and hopeful, 
and would often tell M. that he would be up in @ 
few days.“ But on the i5th the fever increased ; 
and soorag hat hecould by no means be about again, 
on the 18th, it was thought best by all his friends 
that the marriage should take place at once, that so 
bis wife might be his constant nurse, and after that 
he could not bear to have her out of his sight. 

On the morning of Friday the 19.b, the symptoms 

w more alarming, though the doctor stil ve 
ope; but Friday night that sinking began which 
no — pews. could stay. 

“IT was ide him,” so runs the letter, and asked 
if he knew he wasdying? He replied: Why, no! 
Can that be true? I have never thought I would 
die now. I told him there was nv hope. His an- 
swer was, * Well, I am not afraid todie. I have not 
waited to this hour to prepare myself for death. 
want to live. I ho to be a comfort to my mo- 
ther and little sisters, and a worker in God's vine- 
cose but thy will, Heavenly Father, not mine, be 

one.” 

In that readiness of faith, he took leave of them 
all; blessing each one, praying specially and earn- 
estly for each one in the room, physicians, nurses, 
sisters and mother, as well as for her to whom he 
said: “You have been the sweetest, most blessed 
joy that ever came into my young life.’’ Conscious 
to the last breath, even after he became 5s bless, 
responding to every caress of his grist —— 
wife, and when sight failed, “ his poor feeble hand 
—* a her face, and rested lovingly on her 
cheek.” 

He lies buried at Eatonton, Ga., until the break- 
ing of that day “* when Christ our Lord shall gather 
all his redeemed again, His kingdom to inherit. 
Good night, till then !”’ 

If I have in any way passed the bounds which 
should separate and keep sacred some most sacred 
things, it is because, Oh men of ’89, because { want 
you tosee that life was as sweet, as full of promise 
to Mr. Lambdin, as it can possibly beto you. [ 
want you to know, that the faith which can make 
a young man ‘ready’ for such a call, at such a time, 
is something stronger than fancy, more real than 
any fable. “The rains dscended and the floods 
came, and the winds biew and beat upon that house; 
and it fell not, for it was founded on arock.” W.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tur Navy Department concluded a contract with 
Harrison Loring, of Boston, for the construction of 
Cruiser No. 11 (2,000 tons), at his bid of 2674,000, on 


Nov. 19. 

THE final payment of $20,000 on the Yorktown, 
withheld under the contract for four months after 
completion of the vessel, was ordered paid by Secre- 
tary Tracy to the contractors, Cramp and Sons, on 
Nov. 19. 

MaJor-GENERAL HowARp, in an order of Nov. 16, 
directed that as the Squadron of Evolution, U. 8. 
Navy, proceeded down New York Bay Nov. 18 a 
salute of 17 guns will be fired from Forts Colum- 
bus, Wadsworth and Hamilton, N. Y. H. 

We have received from Ensign W. J. Sears, U. S. 
Navy, a Pocket Watch, Quarter and Station Bill, 
arranged by him with printed and ruled headings. 
Itisin handy form and gives in full detail all re- 
quirements of these bille. It certainly must econo- 
mize time in the preparation of these records, be- 
sides making them clear and easy for reference. 

OrpeERrs have been issued by Secretary Tracy for 
the vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron to be 
put in readiness for sailing by Vec. 2. Admiral 
Gherardi bas been inforwed that the Dolphin has 
been added to the fleet. The squadron now consists 
of the Dolphin, Kearsarge (the flagship), the Galena, 
and the Yantic. The latter is now engaged in spe- 
cial duty and will not accompany the other vessels 
on their trip. 

FourtH AUDITOR LYNCH, in his recent annual re- 
port, calls attention to a deficiency of $253,463 1n the 
appropriation forthe pay of the Navy, which is 
largely dueto the payment of ys and re- 
ceiving ship claims under recent decisions. The 
total expenditures for the Navy for all purposes 
during the year as shown by vouchers was $22.612,- 
206. Of this sum $5,466,609 was on account of “ In- 
crease of the Navy.” 

ADMIRAL Jovett's Board, which made an inspec- 
tion of the Chicago, Boston, Atlanta, and Yorktown 
last week, has made its report to Commodore Ram- 
say. chief of the Bureau of Navigation. The report 
is 7 complimentary; says the vessels are in ex- 
cellent condition and well manned; that the coun- 
try can telicitate itself upon this beginning of a new 
Navy, which will reflect honor and credit upoa all 
interested, and whose s and sea and fighting 
qualities are equal to those of any skips afloat. The 
Board recommends the adoption of the Selfridge 
boats for use on all vessels in the future, 

THE preliminary reports concerning the last tral 
of the Baltimore indicate that the engines devel- 
oped 9,500 I. H. P., 500 more than the contract re- 
quirement. The steam pressure at the engines was 
about 125, as against 115.60n the former trial, and 
the revolutions were 116.8, as against 118 on the 
former trial. The decrease is accounted for by the 
change in the pitch of the screws from 20 to 21.5. 
The patent log gave an average speed of 19.56 for 
the four hours. Three per cent. was added to this for 
correction of the log, bringing the speed up to 20.1. 
During the run parts of the engines became much 
heated, and in addition to using the engine room 
hose it was found n to connect up the fire 
hose from the deck and turn it on the low pressure 
crank pins.

Tu tests of the canile power required for run- 
ning lights on vessels recevtly made at Tompkins 
ville, S. I., made by Ist Lieut. John Millis, U. S. A., 
Corps of Engineers, show that the bright white 
ilghts of about 20 candle power failed to be dis. 
tinctly visible ata distance of five nautical miles 
{as required of steamships by existing Rules of the 
Road), even with screens of the largest dimensions, 
and in favorable weather. 


THe Army and Navy Gazette says: “Strong opin- 
ions as to the relative fighting value of barbette 
ships as compared with turret ships still continue 
to be loudly expressed in uaval and constructive 
circles.

better protected, would have the decided advan- 
tage. Naval opinion now seems working round to 
the idea that, for all-round work, batt’e-ships hav- 
ing a barbette forward and a turret aft will be- 
come in time a favorite type.” 


SECRETARY Tracy Nov. 19 issued an advertise- 
tment for proposals for building the proposed new 
steel gunboats, Nos. 5 and 6, of about 1,000 tons 
each, and for a steel practice vessel, of about 800 
tons, forthe Annapolis Naval Academy; the pro- 
— to be opened Jan. 22, 1890. The contracts will 

e executed upon an understanding tnat the gun- 
boat: shall maintain a speed of 13 koots an hour 
for four consecutive hours, during which period 
the air pressurein the fire room shall not exceed 
one-half inch of water, and the practice vessel show 
a speed of 12 knots an hour during a four hours’ 
trisl, during which period the air pressure in the 
ashpit sball not exceed one-half inch of water. For 
every quarter knot developed in excess of the re- 
quired speed the contractor shall receive a pre- 
mium of $,000, and for every quarter knot the ves- 
sel fails to reach the required s the contractor 
shall forfeit $5,000; provided, that in case the gun- 
boats fail to show a speed of 12 knots an hour, and 
the practice vessel 11 knots, they shall be rejected. 
The cost of the gunboats (exclusive of speed pre- 
mium) is limited to $350,000 each, and the practice 
ship to $260,000. 


ADVERTISEMENTS have been iesued from the Navy 
Department for proposals for furnishing steel plates 
for use in the construction of the U.S. armored 
battle-ship Texas, building at the Norfolk Yard to 
be opened atthe Department, Dec. 16, at noon. There 
are required about 661 tons of plate, of which 
246 tons are for the lower layers of protective deck 
plating and 415 tons fur the upper and middle 
layers, the upper and lower layers of top of redoubt 
and the protective side plating. Deliveries are to be 
made at the Norfolk yard, and are to commence 30 
days and end 60 days from the date of the contract. 
Bids for these same plates were opened on Aug. 6 
last, but it was found that the prices were too 
high and the proposals were all rejected. The 
cause of the excessive prices was that among the 
plates required were some that were 115 inches wide. 
As the largest steel rolls in the country a'e only 
110 inches wide, the manufacture of plates of that 
width would be very diffisult, and there would be 
danger that much of the material submitted would 
be rejected for irregularity at the edges. The sche- 
dule has been revised and a new plan of plating ar- 
ranged to overcome this difficulty. 


THE commission appointed by Secretary Whitney 
last January, pursuant to an act of Congress * to 
report as to the most desirable location on or near 
the coast of the Gulf of Mexico and the South At- 
lantic coast for navy yards and dry docks,” has 
made itsreport. The conclusion of the commission 
is as follows: “* After carefully weighing all the ad- 
vantages and disndvantages of Algiers as a 
site for a opaval station, the commission is 
of the opinion that while the spot is not 
an ideal one, no other place in the Gulf com- 
pares with it in the advantages offered, and that 
the advantages are so many and so great and ont- 
weigh the disadvantages to such an extent that the 
commission has no besitatiou in recommending the 
location of a navy yard and dry docks at the pre- 
sent Government reservation at Algiers, La.’’ The 
site selected is situated opposite ths lower end of 
New Orieans, at Algiers, and embraces a Govern- 
ment reservation 384 feet front on the river by 2,- 
$80 feet deep. Additional ground would have to be 
purchased, but this, the commission says, can be 
secured at a reasonable price. The dry dock here, 
it is estimated, will cost $840,000, and require three 
years for its construction. As to Port Royal, the 
commission recommends the establishment of a dry 
dock, depot of naval supplies and coaling station on 
Paris Island, at the site of the present naval station. 
An estimate accomparying the report fixes the cost 
of a timber dry dock similar to those now building 
for the Government at $675,000, to be completed in 
three years.

Our coming Navy needs officers of great scientific 
attainments, such as no seaman or apprentice can 
acquire, however proficient he may become iu 
manipulation of the several machines he is taught 
to use. 

Those found exceptionally skilful will naturally 
be given the warrant and petty officer berths ia 
those departments they are best fitted for. An im- 
provement on the old system would be a perman- 
ency to the ratings of petty officer so that men may 
feel some stimulus to attain such ratings and some 
inducement to so conduct themselves that they may 
retain them. In the writer's time all petty efficers 
of aship were “broken” or disrated by the com- 
manding officer that rated them upon fer to 
other ships, even though no fault was or ceuld be 
found with them either in capacity or conduct.

The appointmeat of excep- 
tionally bright apprentices to the Naval Academy 
where they can receive proper training, personal 
and scientific, is the only true method for granting 
commissions in the Navy; especially while we have 
not ships enough for those we do graduate or skilled 
seamen enough for the peity offices required to 
man apy sudden increase in ships that will surely 
be needed we know not how soon. 

There seems to be ———— too much gush on 
the part of would-be philanthropists and t 09 little 
desire to pay adequate compensation te induce 
skilled workmen or seamen to enter our Navy. Let 
the skilied seaman receive the pay and rate of a 
skillea workman and reserve commissions fer those 
who have received an adequate scientific training at 
the Naval Academy and have succeeded in graduat- 
ing therefrom.

ENGLAND'S HEAVY GUNS. 

In addressing a general meeting of the share- 
holders of Sir W. G. Armstrong, Mitchell and Co. , 
recently held at Elswick, Lord Armstrong com- 
mented upon what he called ‘the gross exaggera- 
tions which have recently been circtlated in the 
newspapers condemnatory of one of the 110 tor 
guns of the Victoria battleship.” He said: ‘* The 
gun has not only been severely proved, but it has 
been unfairly proved. A much more serious mat- 
ter affecting the:e guns, and, in fact, all guns of 
large dimensions designed for the piercing of 
thick armor, is the rapid erosion or burning away 
of the surface of the bore, resulting from the 
habitual use of excessive charges of powder. 
Whether monster guns be a mistake or not is a 
fairly debatable question. The monster gun is in- 
cidental to the monster ironclad, and I have never 
advocated either the one or the other; but to say 
that the whole question is settled, or even materially 
affected, by anything that has occurred in the case 
of this particular gun is simply an absurdity.” To 
this the Army and Navy Gazette replies with great 
forceand effect. Asking whether the bare word of a 
manufacturer is to be taken as conclusive in such a 
matter, it says: ‘‘Lord Armstrong, the chairman 


‘of the Elswick firm, addressing the shareholders of 


his company, expatiates on the good points of the 
articles which the firm is established to supply, and 
he goes on to say that he believes the opinion is 
gathering strength among the public that ships 
such as his firm can build, and guns such as his 
firm can design, will in time supersede everything 
else in the same line. Small blame to his 
lordship for saying this: it is business. 
If there are any who doubt about the state 
of the Victoria’s guns, let them go to tne nava} 
men who have put their fingers in the holes and 
measured the kink mm the chase. In fact, let them 
goto the customer for information instead of to 
the manufacturer. The causes of failure have 
nothing whatever to do with this question.” The 
Gazette says further: ‘‘ Should one of these guns 
burst or fail in action, there will be no difficulty in 
spotting the right persons to hang.” ‘‘ Any naval 
man who has seen her can point to the structural 
weaknesses and Ceficiencies which render the Pied- 
monte class undesirable for general purposes in the 
British Navy. Any naval man cao say why con- 
fidence must not be placed in large rapid-firing 
guns or forced draught. The flimsy cruiser, the 
rapid firing gun, and forced draught have thelr 
uses, but it is easy to have too much of any them.” 
The experience with these guns forcibly reminds 
the Admiralty Gazette, as it has us, of the argu- 
ments used during the rise and fall of the Arm- 
strong finely-grooved breech-loaders, the advent of 
which was ushered in by the beating of ‘‘ literary ” 
tom-toms and cymbals, and issued in the saddest 
of fiascos, leaving John Bull some two and a half 
millions minus, but with a large stock of useless. 
guns and projectiles. 








DESERTERS AND RECRUITS. 

SENATOR PLUMB, upon his arrival in Washington 
in a few days, will renew his efforts to secure Ex- 
ecutive approval to an order granting amnesty to 
deserters from the United States. He has many 
reasons to present in favor of such action, not the 
least among which is that the future of the new 
western country recently opened up to settlement is 
largely handicapped by the fact that many of the new 
citizens are living under the constant dread of being 
recognized and arrested some day as deserters, and 
consequently are not as ambitious to hecome promi- 
nent in any of the various walks of lifeas they 
otherwise would be. ‘The project has, to some 
extent, at least, the support of many of the War 
Department officials, including, it is believed, the 
Secretary of War. 

They do not favor amnesty to deserters of recent 
years. It is considered that until the marked im- 
provement in the treatment of the soldiers during 
the past few years, many men had a provocation to 
desertion which will no longer exist, and those who 
had less excuse have been punished sufficiently by 
erduring so long a period of anxiety and dread ; 
an amnesty order covering the period from 1874, 
when, by Grant’s proclamation, all deserters were 
pardoned, to 1885 or 6, when the conditions of the 
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enlisted mag began to improve, itis believed, has 
the: approval of the Secretary War. Should 
Senator Plumb not be successful in getting the 
President to take the matter in hand, it is his en- 
deavor to obtain the necessary legislative sanction 
during dhe coming session. 

A reform in the manner of conducting recruits 
te their gewestations has been instituted. Here- 
after an efficer from. tbe post where the new re- 
eruits are to be stationed will be despatched to the 
recruiting depot for them. Under the old method 
of sending a recruiting officer with them, it fre- 
quently happened that the recruiting stations were 
left withoat*the proper number of officers, the in- 
struction in drill, ete., of the other zecruits being 
postponed in comsequence. The departure from 
the old practiée inv@lves no. additional cost for 
mileage, as offe trip must be madé each way in any 
éYent, and insures the presence of the recruiting 
officer at his station at all times. It will be the 
duty of the commanding officer to nominate the 
officer for this service in future.

If the Republic is not called into bloody 
conflict with a reactionary element she is at least 
compelled to adjust into new relations the residen‘s 
of a territory larger than that of the Unitec States, 
Alaska excepted, aud with diverse and possibly con- 
flicting interests, We wish all prosperity and suc- 
cess to this latest comer into the sisterhood of Re- 
publics, and trust that the new authority may 
establish itself without bloodshed. If this is ac- 
complished we shall have a remarkable experience 
in the overthrow of governments to record, and 
one which we offer as an example to foreign®tates. 
Napoleon’s prophecy that Europe would be either 
republican or Cossack is not yet fulfilled, but repub- 
lics multiply. The manifesto of the Republican Gov- 
ernment of Braail is as follows :

The provisional Government promises to use all 
means in its power to guarantee security of life and 
proper ty to all the inhabitants of Brazil, native and 
foreign, and respect for political opinions, except- 
ing the "ex ent modifications necessary for the good 
of the country. The army and navy, the ordinary 
functions of the Depariment of Justice, the civil 
and military admipistrations, will continue under 
their existing organizations, and respect for those 
sition will be maintained. 

The ate and’ State Council are ab« lished and 
the Cham es ig dissolved. The provis- 
ional Gov —S— and acknowledges ail 
natienal comp ises under the late Government 
and all sereemantl with foreign powers. The pub 
lic debt, internal and external, will be respected; 
also all existing contracts and obligations egally 
made.

ADMIRAL WALKER’s Squadron of Evolution sailed 
from New York on Monday last, receiving an 
ovation as it passed down the bay on its way out to 
sea. Salutes were fired from Governor's Island and 
the forts in the harbor, flags dipped, steam whistles 
blown by the numerous crafts met on the way out, 
and in every respect the departure was made note- 
worthy. The Secretary of the Navy jomed the 
Dolphin and went down the bay in her, being re- 
cvived with the Secretary’s salute as he went 
aboard. He was accompanied by ex-Secretaries 
Whitney and Robeson, Major General Howard, 
Adjt. Gen. Whipple, Lieut. T. H. Bliss and nu- 
merous representatives of the press. The cruisers 
anchored inside the Hook at 3 o'clock. The wind 
was blowing directly from the east, and they pre- 
ferred to wait over a day rather than facs it. On 
the way up the bay the Dolphin’s guests were en- 
tertained ut lancheon in the ward room. Secretary 
Tracy and ex-Secretaries Whitney and Robeson ex- 
pressed their pride in the new war ships. Mr. 
Whitney said the ships were excellent ones of their

The 
squadron passed the extreme end of Cape od at sundown. 
The tide was ahead all the afternoon and the snips steamed 
very slowly, averaging not much more than six knots per 
hour. They were sighted from Chatham at noon, 
Nausct at half-past two and at four o’clock were e ht miles 
sovtheast of Highiand igus. The squadron put into Pro- 
vincetowu harbor at half-past eight Pp. mw (Nov. 21) having 
decided to wait for daylight before crossing the bay. The 
distance across is fifty-five miles. 








THE experiment undertaken by the Great Western 
Railway Company of England of ranning express 
trains from Milford Haven, so that that port can be 
made a point of arrival and departure for trans- 
Atlantie steamers, is being watehed with interest. 
The experiment began with the last homeward trip 
of the City of Rome. She arrived in the Haven at 
5.50 P. M., and the train with her passengers left 
for London at 10.22 Pp. M., the time occupied m 
landiug passengers and luggage and Custom House 
examinatiuns being about four hours, which ‘could 
be much reduced if regular service were estab- 
lished. The railroad time to London from the 
Haven was six hours and nineteen miuutes. It is 
expected that passengers by this reate, besides 
having a shorter sea voyage, will reach London 
about six hours earlier than by the way of Liver- 
pool. The interests of the owners and managers 
of the Cunard, Inman, Internationa!, and White 
Star Lines have heretofore prevented the useof Mil- 
ford Haven. The present sharp competition be- 
tween the fast Atlantic liners is directing attention 
to its availability as a means of rapid transit. We 
observe that in this connection a ‘ dislocated pas- 
seuger ’ appeals to the London Times to use its in- 
fluence to put an end to this ocean racing, as ‘‘a 
most objectionable and dangerous practice, fraught 
with intense discomfort to the passengers and with 
danger to the vessel.” This gentleman appears to 
have been the victim of the skipper other green- 
horns have met at sea, who assured him in ‘‘ confi- 
dence” during ‘‘a gale, increasing in violence every 
hour,” that ‘it’s just about as much as she'll 
stand !”

WE understand experiment is to be made as to 
the efficacy of a system of regimental recruiting by 
one or more regiments stationed in the vicinity of 
rural districts. Temporary rendezvous will be 
established and an earnest endeavor made to obtain 
better material for soldiers than is often to be 
found in large cities. Apropos to this subject, we 
note that Captain W. W. Daugherty, 22d Infantry, 
in a paper on desertion recently read by him at Fort 
Keogh, suggests that recruiting ** depots” be abol- 
ished and movable recruiting offices sent to small 
towns to stay awhile and get good men and send 
them directly to their fégiménts. A correspondent 
of the New York Herald (of Nov. 18), in an ex- 
haustive letter on the subject of Our Army and 
its Needs,” dubs desertion ‘‘the running sore of

maps, slates or even pen and ink or paper. So the 
men are required to furnish their books out of their 
scanty pay, if they wish to learn. The instructor 
hasn’t even a book to guide him in the oral instruc— 
tion he is expected toimpart. Because the Oon— 
gress has made no appropriation the Q. M. Depart- 
ment will not even furnish pen, ink and paper, of 
which there is an abundance lying around in the 
storehouse. The War Department abolished the 
purchase of school books and material by the post 
fund : so there is not even a chance to get it out 
of that and the post library only gets a fow 
newspapers. As the Quartermaster-General has. 
assumed the right to determine what papers shall 
be subscribed for, or at least exercises a veto power 
over their selection, perhaps he will be able to extend 
his authority still further and solve this difficulty 
concerning school books. 








Last week we referred to the statement that 
Geronimo had become a Sunday school teacher at 
Mount Vernon Barracks, and now we note from 
the Pioneer Press that he has learned to play the 
banjo. And yet, notwithstanding this, there are 
people who wish to move Geronimo and his asso- 
ciates from their present location, where the ad- 
vantages referred to have been gained.

THE ANNUAL REPORTS. 


Masor Gro. B. Davis, Judge- Advocate, in charge of the 
publicativa of the Official Records of the War of the Rebel- 
lion, in bis annual report to the Secretary of War states 
that on July 1, 1889, volumes 4 to 29, comprising 14 books, 
were stereotyped, and indices to volumes 24 and 25 were 
pearly completed, The manuscript of volumes 30 to 38 was 
in an advanced state of preparation. By Dec. 1 ten volumes, 
comprising the important campaigns of Chauncellorsville, 
Geitysburg, Vicksburg and Port Hudson, will bave been 
printed and distributed. By Dec. 31 the work will be in 
type up to the and of tke year 1863. Major Davis says 
that many volumes already compiled,and which were be- 
jieved to have been complete, stand in need of considerable 
revision before they are sent to press. To carry on the work 
at the rate of expedition required by the act of March 2, 
1889, says Major Davis, it will be necessary that at least 18 
volumes should be printed during the current year. Of this 
number ten have been provided for by an appropriation of 
$100.000; for the publication of eight more $50,000 will be 
required, and an estimate for tbat amount has been sub- 
mitted. For the fiscal year ending June 80, 1891, $200,000 
will be required to enabie the work of publication to becun- 
tinued at the rate established by the act of March 2, 1889. 

Col. J. M. Wilson, Superintendent of the Military Aca- 
dewy, in bis annual report to the Secretary of War recom- 
mends that the number of the band at West Point be in- 
creased trom 24 to 40,and in any event that the wages of 
the musicians be raised so that first class talent may be em- 
ployed; that the position of master o! sword aad teacher 
ot music (now neither officers nor en! 1 men) carry with 
them tbe rank, Pers allowances and privileges 
lieutenants in the United States Army,and that t be 
appointed, as are the professors in the institution, by the 
Presivent of the United States.

FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 


Tue Novoe Vremya bas the following: ‘‘The Paris 
Exhibition bas caused all nations to again look 
upon France as the capital of the world. It has 
raised the spirits of the French pation. It has in- 
spired them with the idea of establishing an annual 
tair at Paris, and of akin’ a seaport of that vapi- 
tal. The hundreds of millions of francs that will 
have to be spent in order to attain this object do 
not alarm that enterprising, rich, talented and ener- 
gtic country. And while nce gives us the epec- 
tacle of the triumph of peaceful work and develop- 
ment, one sees storm clouds pass from the north to 
the soutb, and from thesouth to the north; ~ne 
hears warlike clamors, and ‘oasts to war and to the 
extermination of those who rejoice in their peace- 
ful life are drunk. Sham battles are fought, review 
dinners are given, dinners at which the clash of the 
sword 19 heard; warlike speeches are made, and 
threats made against those who would dare to 
break the peace of Europe are uttered, threats in- 
tended for that Powerio the east and that in the 
west who are precisely the ones who desire to live 
in peace. These beuevolent protectors of peace 
strive to prove that they are willing to disturb the 
peace and to shed rivers of blood. Thus these de- 
fenders of peace threaten the peace of those who 
refuse to submit to the brutal and selfish supremacy 
of the German Empire. They say: ‘ We are strong 
because we can destroy everything. Nothing can 
resist the united arms of the Germans, the Aus- 
trians, and the Italians.’ We say: ‘ We are strong 
because we do not wish to destroy anything, and 
because we make use of our resources in prevent- 
inc the destruction and annihilation of nations.’ 
This is why the only nations who can propose a 
sincere and loyal toast to peace are our own dear 
country, Russia, and France, who has given proofs 
of her strength by the peaceful triumph of the l’aris 
Exbibition.” 


REORGANIZATION OF THE A. G. OFFICE. 


THE reorganization fever, which first developed 
in the Navy Departmentand then spread to the Sec- 
iy of War's Office, bas now struck the Adjut- 
apt-General’s Office. A consolidation of the forces 
in this office commenced last week and is still in 

rogress. The changes go into effect Jan. 1, which 
salso the time for inaugurating the new card in- 
dex svstem. The changes are as follows: The Record 
Division of the Miscellaneous Branch and Letters 
Received Division of the Enlisted Braush are cone 
solidated into a branch to be kncwn as the “Princi- 
pal ord Division.’ In this division will be re- 
corded all papers pertaining to the enlisted men of 
the Army, to prisoners in confinement at military 
prisons aud all papers of a miscellaneous or general 
character pot pertaining to the Appointment, Com- 
mission and Personal Branch or to the Military Aca- 
demy Division. Mr. Max Bock will have charge of 
the consolidated divisions. 

The Correspondence Division of the Enlisted 
Branch ané¢ the Correspondence and Military Reser- 
vation Divisions of the Miscellaneous Branch are 
consolidated under the ‘General Correspondence 
Division,”’ with Mr. D. E. Holmes in charge. The 
Special Order and General Order Divisions are 
consolidated under the heid of ‘* Order Division,’’ 
with Mr. J. W. Palmer in charge. 

These three consolidated divisions will b> under 
the charge of Lieut.-Col. Samuel Breck. with Major 
Arthur McArthur as assistant. 

Major Theodore Schwan will have charge of the 
“ Fecruiting ” and ** Regular Rolls ” Divisions. 

The only branches of the A. G. O. not affected by 
these changes are the Appointment, Commission 
and Personal Branch, the Military Academy Divi- 
sion and the Bureau of Military Information, which 
remain under the direct charge of Adjt.-Gen. Kel- 
ton, with Col. McKeever as principal assistant. 











TRANSFER OF THE REVENUE MARINE 
SERVICE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


A PETITION to the Honorable Secretary of the 
Treasury from one-half, if not more, of the officers 
of this Service, praying bis approval for its transfer 
to the Navy, under the provisions of Senator 
Chandler's bill, is sound, honest and to the point It 
is not surprising that the Honorable Secretary of 
the Treasury is reported as favoring this transfer. 
No Cabinet officer can give his individual attention 
to all details of bis department. A line of well dis- 
posed successors t> the chief of the R. M. division 
cannot repair the damage, save by time and the lib- 
erality of Congress expended as remote as possible 
f2°.m the pale of experimental theorists. As mat- 
ters stand an experienced, nautical, military head, 
with fixed prerogatives, seems the only relief for one 
o° the most useful services under government, as 
well as one whose life blood has been tapped for the 
vonvenience of the visionary and the greed of the 
selfish. To be trutbfulis to be harsh. Most of the 
active (?) cutters are in many features examples of 
lamentable mistakes. No better proof of this exists 
than by an unbiased inspection of the freaks. It is 
established that speed in U.S. revenue vessels and 
angels’ visits are contemporary. The officers, as a 
whole, are bonest, intelligent and energetic, but dis- 
posed to disagree as to a remedy for these misfor- 
tunes. They are divided: the determined on one 
side, the wavering, with the chronic objectors, on the 
other. The latier portion are subdivided. ‘Those

‘0 honest officer of any service 
doubts his own usefulness. No Revenue Marine offi- 
cer with confidence in bis own moral and profes- 
sional experiences can object to assume the role ofa 
“mustang,.”’ even though it be in a lower order of 
things. e knows his manhood to bea pasgport to 
the socially good, aud bis devotion to duty a safe- 
guard against his professional accusers. Any man 
prying confidence in himself becomes @ teol fer 
others, 

to parce to him, who is im the office of this Ser- 
vice in Washington, at this writing, it truly can be 
said of bim that he has won the gratitude, respect 
and good wishes of those who know how to appre- 
ciate a kind and generous hearted gentleman. All 
realize that his hands are tied by condition. He 
even bas the casual thanksof that few who have 
been — spared through his natural good- 
ness of heart. That few would swamp any Service

ESCAPE OF APACHES, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

RECENTLY. there appeared in the daily prinés an 
account of the escape of six Apache Indian con- 
victs, near Riveraide, Arizona. 

The Indians were very clever. Dismounted from 
a wagon in which they were riding, their shackles 
removed, while ascending a hill, handcuffed man to 
man, they suddenly -seized the Deputy Sheriff 
marching in rear, shot him with his own piece, 
then shot the Sheriff, who at the sametime had 
been grabbed and held by the two Indians in front, 

1t is a source of great surprise that there were but 
two guards. The distance from Globe, the town 
frow which the Indians were being carried, to Casa 
Grande on the 8S. P. R. R., is about a hundred miles, 
most of the journey lying in an uninhabited coun- 
try. Under such circumstances it might have been 
regarded as certain that some attempt at escape on 
the part of the Indians, or rescue on the part of 
their friends, would be atiempted. With captivity 
staring bim in the face an Apache grows desperate. 
At various times when the military authorities at 
San Carlos Agency bave had occasion to send pris- 
oners of the Indian race to the railroad, a troop of 
cavairy bas always been thought necessary as escort. 

This incident serves well to call attention t» the 
error committed very often by those guarding pris-’ 
oners of walking tvo close upon their heels. A 
guard should always remain such a distance in rear 
tbat should any attempt be made to seize his 
weapou he may be in position to frustrate it; im 
fact, to grabthe guard under these circumstances

NATURALIZATION. 
Te the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal 

In your issue of Nov. 2, in speaking of candidates 
from the ranks of the Army for commissions as 2d 
lieutenants, appears the following: ‘It will be ob- 
served that one of the candidates who passed the 
departmental board is not included in the list. The 
reason of this is that the candidate iu questien is 
not naturalized.” 

Let me ask if that can be the alleged greund of 
the War Department’s refusal to invlude a worth 
soldier in the list of candidates for prometion, an 
is it justifiable ? 

The oath of allegiance taken when enlistieg has 
always been considered virtually a naturalization. 
The war of 1812 was stimulated by England seizing 
our citizens and taking them from our vessels on 
the ground that they were Eoglish subjects. We 
would not admit the claim and fought for it and 
gained it. We claim the same now of all mations 
who arrest our citizens, whether they are natural- 
ized by a court or by enlistment, and it is but just 
our Government should not go back on its record 
and throw out worthy soldiers who may have en- 
listed and worked hard for promotion; and whe are 
recognized as mentally and physically qualified.

MILITARY INSTRUCTION, NEW YORK GUARD. 


Crrcutar 3, A. G. O., New Yor, Nov. 15, 1889. 

Tue attention of officers is specially directed to 
the following matters, in which the troops of the 
National Guard bave shown themselves deticient, or 
neglectful, and open to criticism : 

ist. Many incorrect commands are used on drill 
and — and too frequently commands are 
badly delivered. A command should never be given 
otherwise than exactly in the words bed. 
The tone of command should be animated, distinct 
and of a loudness proportioned to the number of 
men under instruction. Each prepanets com- 
mand is pronounced in an ascending tone of v 
but always in such a manner that the command o 
execution may be more energetic and elevated. For 
foot movements the command of execution is pro- 
nounced in a tone firm and brief. In mounted 
movements the preparatory commands are more or 
less prolonged to insure their being heard ; thecom- 
mand of execution is always prolonged. A well 
defined pause separates the preparatory command 
and the command of execution; also the prepara- 
tory commands, where there are two or more. Com- 
mands should be correctly pronounced; custom 
has, however, sanctioned a deviation from the usual 
pronunciation of the word oblique, where the letter 
i may be pronounced as ia ;and the word 
route, where ou may be pronounced as in out. 

The preparatory command company, division or 
battalion, is frequently used when not prescribed, 
and omitted when it should be used; the same is 
true of the numerical designations of companies 
and divisions. The notice of change in the numeri- 
cal designation is more often omitted than given. 

2d. One of the things most neglected is, in the set- 
ting up Grill, and the consequences of such neglect 
are conspicuous. As the importance of setting up 
cannot be ever-estimated, soldiers should be fre- 
quenily practiced in the drill, and the proper car- 
riage of the body should be insisted on on all occa- 
sions when in uniform. 

3d. The first step forward in quick time, at the 
command, march, should, as well as the subsequent 
steps, be thirty inches. it has been noticed that 
this first step is almost invariably short. it is the 
duty of officers and non-commissioned officers to 
cause this te be corrected. It is necessary also to 
remind officers and non-commissioned officers that 
in quick time the cadence step should always be 120 
to the minute. 

4th. In view of a probable change in the drill 
regulations, itis believed to be desirable that drills 
should be devoted to the ay sy movements, 
which must remain substantially the same in prin- 
ciple, whatever change may be made. The essen- 
tials of the manual, such as the carry, ——— 
right shoulder, arme port, charge bayonets, loadings 
and firings, should practiced rather than those 
which are non-essential, and which it is to be hoped 
may be discarded altogether. It is not only in con- 
travention of present instructions to divide 
and fering and fixing and unfixing bayonets into 
superfluous motions, but it involves a waste of time 
which may be better devoted to other matters. 

5th. More attention should be given to guard du- 
ties. There are too many instances of non-com- 
missioned officers who are totally lost as to their 
duties when on guard. y officers are a'so 
found at fault. A thorough kaowledge of guard 
duties can only be imparted te officers and men of 
the National Guard, who are in camp for onlya 
brief period, by careful theoret instruction 
whicb should precede practicul 1ustruction. 

6th. Overcoats and parts of uniforms, particu- 
larly fatigue uniforms, which are not in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the regulations, are not 
infrequently worn by officers and enlisted mes. 
Commanding officers of regiments and companies 
are responsible, and should not permit such viola- 
tions of the law. 

7th. Reports and returns are frequently not re- 
ceived when due, and often, when received, are 
found tobe incorrect. A little thougbt in the pre- 
paration of these papers will make them correct, 
and save the maker more time than he gains, ap- 
parently, by —— ill-considered work. 

(Here follows a list of reports required from com- 
manding officers of regiments, battalions, troops, 
separate companies, signal and telegraph corps, 
with time of forwarding same.) 

8th. Requisition for State Service Uniform is 
made, if needed, at the end of each month and ac- 
companied by the enlistment papers of the men for 
whom uniforms are required, and forwarded to 
the Adjutant General through the intermediate 
headquarters. 

9th. The attention of commanding officers of 
brigades, regiments, battalions, signal and tele- 
graph corps, troops, batteries and separate com- 
panies, is called to the Semi-Annual Return of De- 
linquent Officers, which is to be rendered on or 
before the 15th day of May and November, each 
) ear. 

10tb. Officers are requested to examine the last 
Register of the officers of the National Guard, and 
report corrections at once; a number of personal 
histories of officers have not been received. 

Whenever an officer dies, it is the duty of his im 
mediate commander to report the fact at once, with 
date, place and cause, to the Adjutant General. 
(R. 102.) In many instances this has not been ob-

THE NATIONAL MILITIA. 


Capt. D. M. TAXLOR, Ordnance Department, who 
has charge of the appropriation for the parpese of 
providing arms, stores and camp eqsioses or the 
national militia, says in his annual report to the 
Secretary of War: * Interest in militia matters bas 
continued active since my last report, and not oul 
have the calls upon the War Department for ord- 
nance and quartermaster’s stores continued, but 
there has been a constant increase in the uests 
for information of all sorts, pot only from Gover- 
bors and adjutant-generals, but from individual 
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officers, and as faras possible these have been freely 
and fully replied to.’ 

The work of uniforming the militia in the United 
States uniform still goes on, the opposition to it 
dying out. The centennial parade in New York, 
April 30, had, it is thought, a most beneficial tend- 
ency in the direction of uniform. A gratifying be- 
ginniog has been made in the equipment of light 

tteries, four breechloading steel-rified 3.2 inch 
guns having been issued to the State of Vermont in 
July last. Several other States are desirous of hav- 
ing these field guns, and there are enough on hand 
to supply all the States that can raise money to 
secure them.

Piqua, O., Nov. 13. 

THERE is no use trying conceal it, the Guard of Obio—the 
intautry arm—s suffering from past negiects in the matter 
of reorganization. The Natioua!l Guard Association almost 
a year ago adopted resolutions requesting that rigid inspec- 
tions be made and that all of the regiments worth retaining 
be formed into 12 company regiments. With this support 
ibe infantry arm sbould have now five such regiments 
grouped in and about the cities of Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Columbus, Dayton and Toledo, and the remainder of our al- 
lowance of 8&2 companies in not more than twu or three 
eight company regiments, these but temporary orguniza- 
tions. We have now iustead alotof irregular battalions 
from six to ten companies each, many of them inefficient, 
several regiments poorly admiuistered—the compani: s be- 
ing allowed to “ drift” and care for themseives as they can 
or as they please. With each one of the cities named above 
as the ceutre of a compiete regiment there isa chance that 
the regiments will grow into strong military bodies and be 
ready tor service in these cities. Wecan all see the results 
of this neglect. The resolution, may be, was not needed as 
a matter of information forthe A. G. O., but it was worth 
something, because it expressed the views of the officers 
that make up the force and who want the Guard of the

Capt. Ledyard Ellsworth, of Hartford, Conn., in- 
ventor of the smokeless and noiseless —— in 
which military men have been so much interested, 
is in Washington and has been talking to a Star re- 
rter about hisinvention. He is quoted as saying 
bat the United States Government stands an ex- 
cellent chance of losing any opportunity to acgqnire 
the ty to use the new powder. According to 
Capt. Eliswortb, he has sold to the German Gov- 
ernment the exclusive right to the inventivn for all 
countries except the United States, Mexico and 
Central America. For this he receives $500. 000 down, 
and $10,000a year for 99 years. The contract with 
Germany carries with it the option of purchasin 
the rights for the United States, Mexico and Centr. 
Awerica on similar terms at any time up to Nov. 1, 
1889. The captain says that the German representa- 
tive claims to have closed with this option in a letter 
sent to him at Hartford on Oct. 12. Capt. Elisworth 
was absent in the West, and did not receive the let- 
ter. lt is a question whether by the terms of the 
coutract this acceptance of the option can be held 
as binding. If it is so beld, the captain says, then 
the secret of the new powder will belong exclusively 
to Germany. The inventor has beea at work upon 
the powder since 1879, and he is represented as be- 
ing very happy because of the fortune his success 
has now brought to him.

ts composition, and certain other difficulties in its 
use have been reduced or removed. The Militar 
Zeitung gives this receipt for making a smokeless 
powder. A composition made from straw is 
vharged with nitre by means of a mixture of nitric 
acid and conten sulphuric acid. The acid is 
then eliminated by washing the matter in water, in 
which it is subsequently boiled. [ft is then further 
washed with a solution of carbonate of tassium, 
and treated, during a period of from two tu six 
hours, with a solution containing, for every 1,000 
litres of water, 124¢ kilogrammes of nitrate of 
potassium, 34; kilogrammes of chlorate of pvutas- 
sium, 1244 kilogrammes of sulphate of ziac, and 
half a kilogramme of manganate of potassium. 
The mass is then submitted to great pressure to 
remove the water, and is then said to be ready for 
use. 


In noticing the article of Lieut.-Comdr. Eaton, 
. 8. N., in the proceedings of the Naval Institute 
the United says: “The Americans 
have before now obtained good results from large 
cast-iron guns and taught us a wrinkle in naval 
gunnery. Their successes afloat in the war of 1812- 
14 were ety due to the improvements the Repub- 
lic made by increasing the length and calibre of 
their guns, while we were content to fight them 
with our short carronades. In 1860 the Americans 
made a 35-ton cast-iron gun. From his concludiog 
remarks Lieut.-Comdr. Eaton is clearly of opinion 
that with the improvement in castings shown by 
the cood results obtained by American cast-stevl 
projectiles the manufacture of reliable cast-stee!l 
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guns of large calibre may become possible. This 
would cause a vast saving in time and money over 
the present system of making guns, and solve the 
difficult ques’ of longitudinal shrinkage, which 
varies with the physical peculiarities of the steel 
with which the present heavy guas are built up.” 

Naval ordnance officers are awaiting with keen 
interest the result of certain experiments with a 
new armor plate and armor meron, shells shortly 
to be vonducted at the Naval nance Proving 
Grounds. For several weeks ex ments bave 
been going on with these new ordnance materials 
at the Washington Navy Yard, giving some most 
remarkable results, and encouraging many of the 
ordnance experts to the belief that this country 
will soon be leading the world in this class. The 
new plate and shells, or rather the new method of 
treating them, is what is knuwn as the man- 
Tilford process, by which low grade steel can be 
converted into high grade and treated in such a way 
that a plate can be given a hard surface and a soft 
centre. Low carbon steel is treated at red heat to a 
bath of sal-ammoniac and glycerine and allowed to 
coool. It is then, practically, a new material, barder, 
stronger sod more elastic and otherwise improved 
in quality. The advantage of the processas applied 
to-armor plates and shells is in the ability to make 
the surfave hard to any depth desirable while th» 
back is left soft and elastic. A plate 3x3 feet and 6 
inches has been treated in this manner and will be 
sent to Annapolis where it will be thoroughly 
tested. The preliminary experiments at the yard 
showed that the plate to a depth of 3 inches had 
been mude so bard that the cutting toolsin the 
yard could make little impression on it, while the 
remaining 3 inches retained its original soft condi- 
tion. Shells treated in this way showed an equal 
degree of harduesse. 











It is probable that the U. 8. Brooklyn cannot be 
saved to the service after all. Since her boilers 
were removed from her at the Norfolk yard a few 
days ago, a more minute inspection shows her to be 
in & much worse condition than it was supposed at 
the time a recommendation was made for her re- 
pair. A re-survey bas been ordered which will un- 
doubtedly result ic a decision that she cannot he 
repaired within the 20 per cent. limit.
